POPE PIUS TAKES NOTE OF WAR 
CLAMORS IN CHRISTMAS ADDRESS 


WORLD URGED PRAY FOR PEACE

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24.—(£>)— 
Pope Pius in his Christmas ad- 
dress to the cardinals said today 
"the clamor for war spreads even 
farther" and urged the world to 
pray and work for peace. 


"We see a constant Increase in 


warlike arms," his holiness as- 
serted. 


"This is a distracting element," 
he continued, "in which the spirit 
seems to have no part. We are on 
the eve of a day when the heav- 
ens resound with the hymns of 
angels calling for peace on earth. 


"Never has a chant had more 


reason for being than today." 
The pope's remarks were ad- 


dressed, according to 
Tradition, 


before the 20 caidinals of the 
"curia" or that group of cardinals 
who reside in Rome. 


Death has thinned their ranks 


this year as Cardinal Granito Pig- 
natelli Dl Belmonte, dean of the 
Sacred College, led their proces- 
sion Into the room. This year three 
of the potinff's most beloved ad- 
visers were gone. They were Car- 
dinals Pietor 
Gasparrl, 
Francis 


Ehrle and Giuseppe Mori. 


Making no effort to conceal his 


sorrow at the loss to the Sacred 
College the Pope nevertheless be- 
gan the ceremonies on a happy 
note: 
He spoke cordially to each prince 
of the church, as they gathered 
around him in te throne room, 
pressing their hands and wishing 
them happiness and fruitful work 
for the comin year as they knelt 
to kiss his hand. 


Then, the. pop* Mcanded his 


throne and 
Cardinal Pignetelll 


read his short formal address. In

work. 
His 


achievements as supreme prince 
of the church were recalled and 
the loving obedience of the Sa- 
cred College to his edicts was em- 
phasized.

And while the 
government was pouring out its 
.$4,500,000,000 of special expendi-

cent of that.

Yet banking authorities say that 


the potentlalTles of credit expan- 
sion now existing in the banking 


structure are almost unlimited, 
and some express concern that 
once credit starts to move, it may 
be difficult to prevent a danger- 
ous, runaway boom. 
The outstanding financial step 


of the year was taken last Jan- 
uary, when the dollar was placed 
on a tentative bullion standard at 
59.06 per cent of its old parity. 
This boosted the gold reserves, as 
reckoned in terms of the new dol- 
lars, 
to 
record-breaking levels, 
and attracted a flood of bullion 
from abroad. Send prices soared 
for a time, bank deposits mounted, 
and Institutional Investors found 
difficulty 
In 
employing surplus 


funds profitably. 
There was a momentary infla- 
tion scare in the money markets 
in August and early September, 
but a few week* before the elec- 
tion, federal government spokes- 


men began a campaign of reas- 
surance. 
Buslne** Sentiment Better. 


Business sentiment, most 
ob- 
servers report, has taken a sharp 
lift In the past two months. While

spokesmen still urge an early bal- 
ancing of the budget and with- 
drawal of the government from 
most of its emergency activities 
as essential to the restoration of 
business confidence, leaders in the 
administration reply that, govern- 
ment expenditures will be cur- 
tailed, a* Boon as business is able 
to take up the slack In employ- 
ment 


In the meantime, there Is little 


doubt that many business and fl 
nancial leaders look to 1935 with 
high hope* that the challenge to 
resume employment and get rid o:

A feud between-.two outstanding 
figures of the new deal—General 
Hugh S. Johnson and Donald R. 
Richberg—moved toward a show- 
down today. 
It flared hotly Into the open 
over the week end when it became 
known that Richberg, director of 
the national emergency council, 
had written the Saturday Evening 
Post a warning. He said he would 
hold It "legally responsible" if it 
published anything reflecting on 
his reputation In a series of sr- 
tlcles written by Johnson which 
it expects to print shortly. 


The former NRA chief in Ok- 
roulgee, Oklahoma, immedlatelyq 
accused Richberg of attempting to 
use his position to Interfere with 
the freedom of the press. He loos- 
ed one his his explosive phrases. 
"Just a symntom of the ants of 


conscience in his pants," was his 
description of Richberg's' letter. 
Rlchberg had written the Post 
on December 14: 


"Many of the 
charge* which 
General Johnson has loosely made 
in private conversation regarding 
me and my activities can be com- 
pletely 'disproved by documentary 
evidence and the testimony of a 
large number of credible witnes- 
ses. 


"If you take the responsibility 


of publishing the statements by 
General Johnson derogatory to me, 
and obviously designed as destruc- 
tive of my personal and profes- 
sional reputation, you must ac- 
cept -the full legal responsibility. 


General Johnson retorted: 
"Donald is a high official. If 


he thinks there is libel in this 
narration, why doesn't he stand 
on his legal rights in a suit for 
libel and not attempt to use his 
position to threaten the freedom 
of the press. 


"When I was catching all the 


dead cats that any one had to 
throw I never squealed or tried 
to scotch them in a single case."

he wished to accept the sentence 
recommended by the .1ury and 
heard the judge formally impose 
a term of two years to life in 
prison. 
Though the jury's recommen- 


dation was for life. Texas law re- 
quires the judge to pronounce an 
Indeterminate sentence, in which 
a minimum term 
i» 
provided, 


with life the maximum. 
Under the penaltv gven today, 
Wilson must serve at lest 17 years 
before he will become eligible for 
parole. 
His acceptance of the sentence 
definitely ends any further 
at- 


tempts at appeal. 
Wilson's decision 
to abandon 
his fight caused surprise.

motion for a new trial, alleging 
misconduct by the jury among 
other things, was filed by his at- 
torneys, L, V. Dodson and C. W.

The public, which has heard 


vaguely of this discovery under 
the prosaic name of artificial ra- 
dio-activity, does not realize that 
it 'means 99 per cent of the earth 
and all things in it are different 
from anything man even dream- 
ed before 1934. 


Artificial radioactivity 
Is 
the 


conversion of ordinary, inert or 
stable chemical substances, into 
something 
different, .into 
ma- 
terials which give off powerful 
rays of several kinds. It is ob- 
tained by use of high-power rays 
that strike the nuclei of atoms. 


99 Per cent of You 


The nuclei themselves 
change. 


These nuclei are 99 per cent of 
all mass. Ninety-nine percent, that 
IM, of you, of your home, your 
possessions and of the most dis- 
tant stars. Thousands of years 
ago philosophers dreamed 
that 


there must be some unseen power 
in the universe which could by a 
touch change the nature and the 
substance of everything. 


But the young Curies have dis- 


covered that man himself has 
this power.

apear a struggle had taken place. 


Younp Bock said that after he 


scattered the furniture he rushed 
to a neighbor's house and told the 
neighbors he had found his fath- 
er slain. 
Serlff Saegert was called, and 


the youth made a confession to 
the officer. 


Sheriff Saegert said young Bock 


also confessed to a burglary in 
Seguin. 


Bock was 
a 
wealthy 
retired 


farmer and owned stock in a 
number of gins. 


The vouth was an only son. He 


and his father had been living 
together since the death of the 
boy's mother several years ago.

SECRETARY OF COTTON EX 


CHANGE MORE THAN 


SIXTY YEARS 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 21.—(ff) 
—Col. Henry G. Hester, "the 
father of cotton statistics," is dead 
at the age of 88. 
For 61 years he was the secre- 
tary of the New Orleans cotton 
exchange ,a post he took when 
the exchange was formed 
ant 
which he relinquished two years 
ago because of his age. Until he 
was 
stricken 111 a week ago 
he was at his desk daily, issuing 
his "Hester's cotton statements.' 
His death last night removed a 
man who probably knew more 
about cotton than any other man 
in the country. His cotton sta- 
tistics were accepted by the Unit- 
ed States government as authori- 
tative and the entire cotton world 
awaited his "Hester Says" reports 
on the movement of the crop. 
Co'. Hester" was a J40-a-week 
newspaper reporter in 1871 when 
E. H- 
Summers, just elected 
president of the New Orleans cot- 
ton exchange, offered him a po- 
sition as secretary of the infant 
organization at $2,500 a year. He 
hesitated 
about accepting the 
Job for S40 a week was good 
money In those day-i. He finally 
decided to take It, 'however, attd 
from that point he rose to be a 
world recognized authority on 
cotton. 
Hester's "Mill Takins," his cot- 
ton that has "Come Into Sight" 
and other statistics were the law 
of the cotton world.
